New Evidence Uncovered In

memo by E. 
Howard 
Hunt 
about promises of hush money 
and pardons for the Watergate 
burglars has come to light in 
the cover-up trial after a delay 
of two years. 
Chief trial prosecutor Jam es 
F. Neal revealed it Monday, 
calling it a “bombshell” that 
surprised 
him 
as much 
as 
anyone. 


The memo, written in 1972, 
was expected to spell trouble 
for the five defendants now on 
trial and for Washington lawyer 
William 
O. 
Rittman, 
who 
withheld it from investigators 
until last weekend. 
He had said under oath he 
knew nothing about it. 
Three FBI agents were to 
testify today about the alleged

Cost Protest 


PILLAGER, Minn. (UP!) - 
Minnesota and North Dakota 
farm ers lined up their cattle, 
hogs and sheep at a large 
trench Monday and then shot 
them down to publicize high 
production 
costs 
and 
low 
market prices for livestock. 
“We don’t like to do this but 
it will keep happening until 
farmers 
receive 
production 
costs 
and 
reasonable 
living 
costs from their anim als,”1 said 
Harold Gollner, a rural Motley, 
Minn., farmer. 
But the National Farmers’ 
Organization has come up with 
what 
it 
calls 
a 
“humane 
alternative” 
to 
the 
wanton 
slaughter, and Louisville, Ky., 
residents 
were 
the 
first 
beneficiaries of the program. 
The NFO gave away live 
calves to persons who pledged 
they lived in Louisville and 
promised to feed and maintain 
the animals for at least six 
months. 
Farmers laughed as the city- 
dwellers 
struggled 
to 
drag 
obstinate calves to new city 
homes.

“Having recovered from post- 
election euphoria,” the memo 
said, 
“ the 
adm inistration 
should now attach high priority 
to keeping its commitments and 
taking affirmative action on 
behalf of the defendants ...” 


The memo gave the Nixon 
campaign two weeks to meet 
the defendants' demands and 
warned that “half measures 
will be unacceptable.” 


“The foregoing should not be 
misinterpreted as a threat,” the 
memo concluded. “It is among 
other things a reminder that 
loyalty has always been a two- 
way street.”

When She Sued N. American 


Grissom Widow Breaks Code 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
widow 
of 
astronaut 
Virgil 
"Gus” Grissom says in a book 
published today that she broke 
a code of silence when she sued 
the builder of the Apollo I in 
which her husband died. 
Grissom, Edward H. White 
and Roger B. Chaffee died 
when a flash fire swept their 
cabin during a ground test a 
month before their scheduled 
launch on the first manned test 
of the moon ship. 
A review board said the fire 
probably was caused, by a 
spark from a damaged wire. 
The pure pressurized oxygen 
environment allowed the flames 
to engulf the cabin rapidly . 
Betty Grissom says in "Star- 
fell," written jointly with Henry 
Still, that she considered filing 
a damage suit after the 1967 
spacecraft fire. But she said 
she continued to live by the 
"code of togethersville" until 
1971. 
"That code decreed—by the 
force of peer opinion—that you 
should accept your 
loss 
in 
silence, bear up, speak no evil, 
don’t rock the boat, be noble 
and sacrifice your life to the 
good of government and milita­ 
ry,” the book says. 


Mrs. Grissom sued 
North 
American Aviation, now' part of 
the Rockwell Corp., and the 
suit was later settled out of 
court for $350,000. 


After expenses and attorney 
fees, Mrs. Grissom said, her 
two sons, Mark and Scott, each 
received $75,000 and she got 
$60,000. The other two widows, 
who 
refused 
to 
join 
Mrs. 
Grissom 
in 
the 
suit, 
later 
received similar amounts. 


Mrs. Grissom said she sued 
after the remaining astronauts 
signed a contract to share 
proceeds from a documentary 
film. The practice up to then 
was for all the spacemen and 
the widows of those killed in 
the program to share money 
received from such contracts. 
She 
also 
received 
money 
from the documentary contract, 
but was informed in late 1970 
that the astronauts had made a 
new agreem ent under which 
widows would, cease to benefit 
as soon as their youngest child 
reached the age of 18. For Mrs. 
Grissom, that was 13 month> 
away. 
"1 realized right then that the 
astronauts didn't give a damn 
about the widows," she said.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Russia 
ordered up to 500,000 tons of 
sugar in the open world market, 
today, posing the threat of 
another rise in the global price, 
sugar trade circles said. 
“The Soviet, move indicates 
the Russian sugar beet crop is 
shorter than expected and that 
Cubp cannot supply Russia’s 
additional 
needs,”

spokesman for B.W. Dyer &

The Cuban crop also has been 
reported as short. 
The meteoric rise in sugar 
prices this year has angered 
housewives and upset many 
American businesses heavily

But 
the average is deceptive. Those 
who buy sugar in one-pound 
packages many pay 65 cents

Juvenile offenders should tace 
adult justice and penalties for 
certain adult offenses. 
Such is not the case under 
Indiana law which should be 
seriously re-examined. Back in 
1903, Indiana led the nation in 
creating a Juvenile Court which 
set a trend for dispensing justice 
and creating responsible action, 
among youth. In those days, 
truancy 
and 
pushing 
over 
outhouses were among the most 
serious offenses, and the wood­ 
shed was an adequate deterrent 
to such acts. 
Times have changed, but not 
the law. Maturity arrives much 
earlier, a fact realized by the 
lowering of voting age... Drug 
abuse and alcoholism have 
entered our elementary schools 
as serious crime has invaded 
the younger generation. 
Under Indiana law, anyone 
accused of a crime must be tried 
in Juvenile court under age of 
18. The county prosecutor can 
m ake a w ritten petition to have 
a youthful offender waived to 
Criminal Court if the offense is 
of a serious nature. However, 
jurisdiction cannot be waived 
for anyone 14 years old or 
younger. 
There is nothing juvenile 
about some crimes such as 
rape, arm ed robbery, m urder or 
assault with a deadly weapon. 
By the very nature of "rape,” a 
person must be an adult to 
commit, the act. However, this is 
not the case under the Iaw\ 
The most serious sentence 
that can be given a juvenile 
offender under Indiana law is 
com m itm ent to the Boys or 
Girls School, and it cannot be for 
a predetermined period. Both 
institutions 
are 
seriously 
o v ercrow ded, and both a re 
minimum security institutions. 
They rely upon guidance rather 
than 
guards 
to 
confine 
of­ 
fenders. Individuals walk away 
from, confinement with relative 
ease, usually to continue long 
records of criminal behavior. 
Recently, three Indianapolis 
teen -ag ers em barked on 
a 
Sunday night escapade. Armed 
with a sawed-off shotgun, they 
robbed 
three 
establishments, 
wounded speectators, and raped 
th ree 
w om en. 
The 
“ rin g ­ 
leader’’ was 14 years old, and he 
must be tried in Juvenile court. 
In the process of rape, he first 
molested the young women with 
the barrel of the shotgun, had. 
spectators disrobe, and tried to 
have them participate in the 
criminal acts. The law protects 
him from little more penalty 
than a "slap on the w rist." 
In the last five months, 
Marion County has recorded 
1,320 felonies 
committed 
by 
juveniles. Those are “felonies,." 
not 
childhood 
m ischief. 
Included are 16 rapes, 66 armed 
robberies, one murder and 26 
assault with deadly weapons. 
Only 19 offenders have 'been 
waived to Criminal Court to be 
tried under adult justice and 
penalties.

Schlesinger said creation of 
the two brigades would mean 
no increase in troop strength in 
West Germany, however, be­ 
cause he intends at the sam e 
time to reduce support forces in 
this country by about 18,000 
men. 
The changeover will require 
about two years, the defense 
secretary told reporters. 
“This will substantially in­ 
crease our com bat capability, 
bringing it back up to the level 
of 1966, before the withdrawal 
of two brigades in early 1967,” 
Schlesinger said. 
The Am erican outlined his 
policy to reporters after dis­ 
cussing it with German Defense 
Minister Georg Leber.

Found Guilty 


In Death Of 
Stringbean 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) - 
A Criminal Court jury Saturday 
night found two cousins guilty 
of first degree m urder in the 
slayings of country music star 
David 
“Stringbean” 
Akeman 
and his wife last November. 
The jury of nine men and 
three women deliberated just 
over three hours before return­ 
ing the verdict against John A. 
Brown 
Jr. 
and 
his 
cousin, 
Marvin Douglas Brown, both of 
Greenbrier, Tenn. 
The panel recommended 99 
year sentences on each of two 
counts to be served concurrent­ 
ly. 
However, when Judge Allen 
Cornelius sentenced the pair, he 
ordered 
the 
terms 
to 
run 
consecutively. That means each 
man must serve at least 30 
years before becoming eligible 
for parole. 
Neither 
defendant 
showed 
any emotion as the verdicts 
were read.
